BERLIN, Oct. 27.—The resignation of (han- 
cellor Caprivi was a surprise to the political 
world. Now that tke General is again a 
private citizen, the seal of silence imposed 
by his office has been removed from his lips 
and he consented to give an interview for 
publication. The ,correspondent called at 
Gen. Von Caprivi’s residence last evening. 

ne said that the leading question upon which 
he found it impossible to reconcile his own 
views with those ofthe Emperor and Count 
Eulenburg was the anti revolutionary meas- 
ure. The second bone of contention between 
them was the. proposed treatment of the 
Polish question. 

Caprivi said that he could not acquiesce in 
Eulenburg’s opinion that drastic and excep- 
tional measures were necessary to cope with 
me progress of soeialism. Moreover, he 

was convinced that they would not de rati- 

fea by the Reiehstag. The General asserted 

that he himseif was thoroughiy conservative; 

but that he did not velieve in the reactionary 

measures Kkulenbur proposed to them, in 

order to prove them efficacious to ward off 
social danger. Continuing. Caprivi said: 

ALL BIS EFFORTS FAILED. 

„i have made an honest attempt to fall 
into line with the views of. his majesty and 
Count Edlenburg, but’ I ‘have failed. My 
whole policy has been dased upon the recon- 
elliation, of the social differences ana concill- 
ation of the Poles. Both questions, how- 
ever, have been acute lately.

In an audience the Chancelior was given by 
the Emperor the latter expressed his dissat- 
isfaction that Cahrtvi was without a working 
mazority in the Reichstag, which, in 
his majesty’s opinion, accounted for 
the fact that the adoption of the 
proposed socialist measures was doubtful.

Consumers of Weolen Goods Save More 
Than $163,534,000. 


COMPARISONS OF PRICES PROVE THIS 
BEYOND DISPUTE. 


Forcible Demonstration of the Meaning 
of a Tariff ter Revenue and One fer 
Protection—Blessings of the Price 
Revelutions. 


The saving of so vast a sum as $163,534,000 
to the consumer in woolen goods alone by 
the measure of Democratic tarif reform 
lately passed by Congress is so powerful an 
argument in its favor that it must have an 
irrestible effect upon the voter. 

Nothing is se open te proof as questions of 
prices. A general statement without regard 
to faets, so easily ascertained, would de- 
serve the derision of the critics. In order to 
meet a challenge of this sort here referred to 
Itook the trouble to obtain prices for lead - 
ing lines of Americas manufactures which 
are covered by the census returns of ‘*Manu- 
factures of Wool.’’ 1 obtained the priees for 
1891 and 1892, as covering the period of Me. 
Kinley prices for staple goods, and the prices 
ruling at present, thus establishing a fair 
basis for comparison and a test for the re 
liability of my estimate. 

Now I will show from these figures the ab- 
solute and incontrovertible evidence of the 
fruits of the tariff reform in the price decline 
already reached, even long before the new 
tariff has gone into effect. The full ferce of 
foreign competition on prices of domestie 
goods under the new tariff will show only 
after Jan. 1, 189%. The prices which 1 give 
here are obtained from millagents and job - 
bing houses. I cover identical goods and 
mark with an ‘‘x’’ the agent’s and with an 
**o’’ the Jobbing price where the agents or 
the jobbing houses from whom I obtained 
the price quotations preferred to have the 
latter quotation made use of.

A GENERAL REVIBW. 

Afew words are in place here regarding 

the different lines of woolen goods specified 


above andthe basis upon which the prices 
given rest. 

Group A—All-wool {cashmeres show greater 
reduction thar eotton warp goods.Latter had 
previously come down in price aud are likely 
to become more and more negiected on ac- 
count ef the eater cheapening of the all- 
wool geods under the new tariff. The new tar- 
iff removes the square-yard duty of 12 cents, 
but leaves the ad valorem duty of 60 per 
cent. The square-yard duty on 88-inch goods 
amounts to about 13 cones on &-inch goeds, 
16 cents. All-wool, 88-inch goods, for spring 
delivery are sola at about 10 per cent less 
that the present season's ° is is en- 
tirely in accord with the amount of tariff 
reduction, and makes the reduction one of 36 
per cent, instead of 27 per cent, giver ia the 
comparative statement; inthe serge quoted 
the difference for next season will be about 
the same as in the new cashmere price. 

Group B—These goods, as well as their 
kindred manufactures, flannels, are entirely 
governed in price by the demand for them. 
A much lower tariff, say ome of 26 per cent, 
would be as prohibitive as one of 50 per cent. 

Group O—The greatest reductions have 
naturally taken place in low-priced wor- 
steds, where the protective rates, asin all 
the low-priced woolen goods, were highest. 
Im asample which I had affixed to my 
price exhibite, and which repre- 
sents this class, mow in Very exXtensive 
demand, the old auty in force stin 
amounts to 71 cents. The new duty will vary 
between 25 cents and 27 ceatsa yard. [Effort 
will probably be made to get in a class of 
goods at 50 cents a pound, or at a shade be- 
low this price, as on goods ator Delow 80 
cents, the duty will be 40 per cent; en goods 
above 50 cents it will be 50 per gent ad va- 
lorem. Extraordinary efforts wiil have to 
be made by the American mauufacturers to 
meet this emergency, Dut I have no doubt of 
their success. ‘hough strong in lamenta- 
tion, they are quick in adaptation. 

The three kinds marked od“ represent 
these cheaper goods. They were not pro- 
duced here two years ago. but are made and 
sold now at the stated prices. For compari- 
son I have taken the prices of foreign make 
which the Americans are now Degianing to 
meet. 

Group D.—Ia heavy weights of this ciass 
where cotton and shoddy are component 
materials, reductions are very marked, but 
by no means extreme, in yew of the fact that 
these have meld the field exclusively since 
1865, let us say. Protective rates of 160 and 
200 per cent, were too difficuit an obstacle to 
surmount even by so sly a being as the amal- 
gamated Britisher is understood to be. With 
a tariff of 40 per cent, all the mixed goods 
will come under this rate, the American 
*“woollen’’ manuafacturez will see his very 
domain invaded, and pri will wadergo a 
test to which they could aot possibiy be ex- 
posed until competition can actually be 
manifesting self.

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GENIUS AND DEGENERACY. 


The origin of genius and what consti- 
tutes ite peculiar character has been an 
everlasting puzzle tothe masses of man- 
kind. It would seem that no one but a 


A genius could satislactorily explain the 


matter; but geniuses have generally re- 
fused to account for themselves, of, where 
they have oceasionally made the attempt 
they have merely increased the difficulty, 
for no two of them have ki ven the same ex- 
planation. Talented, hard-working peo- 
ple, whose temporary success has led them 
to imagine themselves gernitises, have de- 
fined genius as the ‘‘oapacity for taking 
palns. But the examples of many great 
spirits, who were notorious idlersfor most 
of the time, refute this definition,so worthy 
of the Philistines who concocted it. For 
the ‘‘poet is born, not made,’’ and no 
amount of taking pains will make a genius 
out ofaclodhopper. ‘‘Can a man by tak- 
ing thought add one cubit to his stature?’’ 

That genius is inhate is admitted, but 
then What causes produce the birth of this 
strange phenomena? We know well that 
it is not hereditary; nor is it a direct gift 
from benevolent or malevolent gods. The 
well-known Itelian scientist Lombroso at 
last comes to our rescue with a theory 
which is quite comforting to all of us poor 
people who have at last admitted the fact 
that we are not geniuses, not even of the 
misunderstood variety. According to him 
genius is a form of insanity, the product 
of degeneration of a family or a race—a 
species of brilliant flower which thrives 
on corruption and decay. Every genius, 
says Lombroso, has been something of a 
erank, or has had something the matter 
with his liver or his lights, some physical 
or mental defect which separates him from 
his fellows, who may at least congratulate 
themselves on the fact that if they are not 
brilliant they are at least sound. 

Perhaps this will also account for the 
implacable hostility which the masses of 
common men have always shown toward 
the unfortunate geniuses who have grown 
up amonget them. As we all know few 


treat geniuses have been venerated until

jority. The masses probably have always

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A CORN OR ARY. 


Consul Nicholas Smith writes from Liege } 
that he thinks he will be successful in in- 
troducing corn food into Belgium. Ata 
considerable expenditure of eloquence in 
describing toan incredulous grocer the 
joys of batter cakes, egg-bread and hom- 
iny, he has induced the worthy dealer to 
begin the education of the Belgians in the 
consumption of corn food. * 

Col. Smith gives several reasons why 
the Belgians have learned nothing of the 
delights of our best American food. The 
only American Indian corn that has been 
known in Belgium is the little yellow, in- 
digestible flint corn of New Bngland, and 
Europe produces almost wholly this 
inferior article. The Belgians know 
of no doetter use for it than 
that of feeding it to thelr chick- 
ens. Europeans have accustomed them- 
selves to stale bread, and as cold corn 
bread gives no hint of the pleasant flavor 
of the hot article, it is not surprising that 
the new food should not have been wel- 
comed. Col. Smith mentions, further- 
more, that we made a mistake in apolo- 
getically offering our cofm bread as some- 
thing a little better than black bread for 
peasants, when we should have dwelt upon 
Its real excellence, 

But howcould it be easy to introduce 
corn food into countries where the tomato 
goes begging, where oysters are refused, 
and where the roots of celery are cooked 
and ite stalks are neglected? Itis desira- 
ble, however, that the oyster should not 
be appreciated abroad. We heed every 
oyster right here at home. If oysters 
could be had cheaper and more plenti- 
fully many of us would be happier. 
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THE DEAD HISTORIAN, 


By a curious infelicity which would have 
made the subject of it smile, the London 
telegram announcing his death called 
James Agthotiy Froude the celebrated 
religious writer and historian.’’ Those 
who know anything about him need not 
be told that he was, by profession as well 
as taste, an‘‘historion,’’ and a ‘religious 
writer’’ only by accident anda species of 
moral pressure. The son ofan Archdea- 
con in the English church, brother of 
one of the earliest leaders of what is 
known as The Oxford Movement,“ an 
ardent admirer and eager disciple of John 
Henry Newman—who almost carried him 
into the Roman communion—and the 
abandoning Ritualism to go even fturt 
in the opposite direction—it would be 
strange indeed if Froude had written. 
nothing on the themes which 80 deeply 
interested him. The Nemesis of Faith, “ 
published in 1848—which had the high 
honor of being burned by thé authorities 
of the university in which he was afters 
wards Regius Professor of Modern History 
ie simply the story of his own -religious 
experiences daring & profoundly interest- 
ing and important eoclesfastical evily- 
tion. He wrote ‘several essays afterwards 
on Kindred topies, but he neither was, 
nor attempted to be, a religtous writer’?

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AN UHKNOWN COUNTRY. 


Whatever elsé may or may not be the 
result of the Japo-Chinese war, it is to be 
hoped that the doors may be openea 
thereby to a larger end better knowledge 
of China. Here ig a country which, with 
its dependent tefritories, contains nearly 
4,470,000 square miles, or rather more than 
one-twelfth of the entire land surface of 
the globe; having 4 population of about 
825,000,000, or one-fourth of the entire 
population of thé globe. This country has 
had an organized national existence 
longer than that of any other in ancient or 
modern times; having an elaborate politi- 
cal and social system, an established re- 
ligion and ether features of high civiliza- 
tion, at a time when Burope was inhabited 
only by barbarians, Three agencies revo - 
lutionized the worldi the msriner’s com- 
pass, gutipowder and the printing press; 
and each ong of them was known in Ohina 
centuries before Europe lu vontad, or bor- 
rowed, it. And to-day there are many 
departments of art, useful and ornamental 
which are practically monopolised by 
China; and which Hurope has never been 
able to imitate, much less to equal. 

Yet we actually know less of this re- 
markable. country and people than 
we do of Central#Africa and its sav- 
age hordes. The policy of rigid ex- 
clusion has been so successfully main- 
tained that no foreign traveler has yet 
penetrated China és travelers have pen- 
étrated Central Africa, Probably the best 
book of Chinese travel is that of the Abbe | 
Hue, written fifty years ago; and Huo saw 
only a very small part of what he tried to 
sce.

One report 
is. to the effect that the Emperor opposes 
the mild and conciliatory poligy 
pursued by the late Chancellor towards 
the Socialists and that severe repressive 
measures are to be adopted. If this is true 
there are troublous times in store for Ger- 
many, the end of which cannot be fore- 
seen. The adoption of this policy would 
be a sweet morsel for Bismarck. But until 
the policy of Caprivi’s successor is an- 
nounced forecasts must be regarded as 
largely speculative. One thing may be 
said, that the Emperor has perfect confl- 
dence in himself and is determined that 
Germany shall recognise him as supreme 
master, who is not dependant for guidance 
or help on any man or set of men. 


Tur Kansas State Board of Agriculture 
has made special inquiries with regard 
to the use of wheat as feed-stuff for farm 
animals.

MEMPHIS, Tena., Oct. 27.—The Federal 
Court will on Monday be asked by Tate Bros.

gation of charges that have been made 
against the cottonseed oil mill 
owners ofthe South to the effect that they 
have nearly all entered into a gigantic con.

MINISTER DENBY CABLES: “JAPANESE 
TROOPS ENTBR MANCHUERIA.” 


They Crossed the Yalu en Oct. 94 and 
Won a Signal Vietery Over an Army 
of 17,000 Chisese— 200 Killed and 
Many Prisoners Taken—Naval Cen 
mander’s Official Acceunts ef’ the 
Great Sea Fight. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 27.—The Japanese 
Legation to-day received the following om - 
cial cablegram from the Home Office: 

The advance column of our first army de- 
gan to cross the Yalu Oct. 24, and next day, 
after fighting over three hours, won a signal 
victory near Kiluen Chong, the opposing 
army consisting of 8,500 men, being utterly 
routed and scattered. Marshal Yamagata is 
at WI Ju.“ 

United States Minister Denby, from Peking, 
China, to-day cabled the state Department 
as follows: 

Japanese troops entered Macheria.’’ 

This is the first official advice that the 
State Department has had that any Japa- 
nese troops have set foot on Chinese soil and 
itis supposed to refer to the fight on the 
Yalu and crossing of the river dy the Jap- 
anese reported in yesterday’s despatches. 
The Japanese are now really on the March 
to Pekin. The neus ot the battle contained 
in to-day’s cable from Yokohama has not 
been confirmed by advices received here, 
but the members of the Japanese Legation 
fully credit the report of their troeps’ vie- 
tory over an army of 17,000 Chinese. 

ANOTHER VICTORY WON. 

YoRKOHAMA, Oct, 77.—The Japanese have 
gained a decisive victory at Kiruen over 
17,000 Chinese. The enemy fied toward An- 
tung. The Japanese captured a quantity of 
provisions. The Chinese lost 200 killed, a 
number were wounded and many prisoners 
were taken. 

The Chinese made a Gesperate defense and 
the fighting was very severe. 

Another dispatch says the secondjJapanese 
army has landed on the east coast of the 
Peninsula of Kin Chow. upon which Port 
Arthur is situated. The Japanese army, ac- 
cording to these d@ispatches, now occupy the 
neck of the peninsula, thus cuttiag of com- 
munication between the port aud arsenal 
and the main land.

HOW THEY FOUGHT. 


Japanese Commanders Tell the Stery ef 
the Battle Off the Yala.

Tox1o, Japan, Oct. 3, via Victoria, B. C., 
Oct. 26.—The daring exploists of the Saixio in 
the battle of the Yale, which elicited special 
commendation from Admiral Ito, are om - 
clally related in the Commander's report to 
the Admiral. The vessel is a merchant 
steamer, armed but not armored. On the 
day of the battle she carried Viscount Kaba- 
rama, chief of the naval staff, ona tour of 
observation, and the Chinese per- 
ceived his flag and observing the steamer’s 
activity, mistook her at times for the flag- 
ship. The report of the Commander reads 
thas: 

At 5 p. m., Sepe. 16, the flying and prin- 
cipal squadrons and the Akagi and Saikio 
left the anchorage for Haiyung. At 6a. m. 
onthe 17th that island was passed and 
bearing to the northeast the fleet steamed 
for Talu Island. At 10 a. m. it was sighted 
andat 11:10 a. m. the squadron signaled 
that smoke was visible in the northeast. At 
11:40 it was again signaled that torpedo 
boats and men of war of the enemy were 
seen. At 12:10 the flag ship signaied to pre- 
pare for action. At 12:20 the flagship sig- 
naled, ‘Avoid fighting,’ and we dropped to 
the rear. 

„ at 12:50 the enemy opened fire on our van 
and our squadron answered. At 1:05 p. m. 
firing was at its height. At 1:09 p. m. we 
joined in the battle, opening fire at a range 
of 8,000 meters. At 1:14 p. m. a shell 
from the enemy passed through the om. 
cers’ ‘rooms and {fell into the sea. 
The officers’ rooms and their surroundings 
were greatly damaged. The shell must have 
come from one of the sister ironclads. At 
1:37 p. m. an enemy’s vessel was seen to 


sink.

reconnoitered the interior of the harbor, At 
I 4 squadros o enemy was eighted. 
t 12:80 preparations for action we e 
andat 1:09p.m. we opened fira.

Our ship took — a position on the starboard 
principal squadron in obedience to 
réers, but owing to the slowness of our 
speed, only twelve knots, we were left be- 
ind. At 1:20 E. m. the Lal-Yuen andthe 
other vessels forming the right wing of the 
enemy came within 800 met (halfa mile 
ofus. We opened fire and swept away the 
men who were on her bridge. Lieut. 
Sasaki was wounded and a cadet killed. 
At 1:26 p. m. several vessels of the 
enemy passed us and a shell hit our bridge 
Killing the captain and two gunuers, wound- 
ing two other gunners. A shell hit the lower 
deck, destroying the magasine there, killing 
four and wounding one. Another shot struck 
the upper deck of the forecastie and killed 
three men, The Lai Yuen and twe others 
passing our stern attacked us. Our vessei 
was in peril, we turned our bows a little to 
ort and as soon as we had a little distance 
Detween us and the enemy we made tem- 
porary repairs. This proved efficacious, and 
our speed was not reduced anything appre- 
clable. Thus the enemy in pursuit could not 
come up with us, and still they persisted 
and pushed after us at increased speed. We 
were therefore obligedto change our eourse 
to the south. and we sought to check the pur- 
suit by fring our stern guns. Several shots 
hit our mainmast, finally bringing it down. 
Wethen hoisted our flag on the foremast 
and fastened a pole upon the remnant of the 
mainmast. At 2:15 p. m. they came 
within, 300 meters of our stern, and 
a shell hit our wounding 
the chief navigator. Our stern guns 
were worked With the utmost speed. At 
2:20 p. m. our stern gun hit the quarter deck 
ofthe Lal- wen and caused a tierce blaze. 
Other vessels went to her rescue, and we 
left them behind. At 2:80, the distance hav- 
ing become great, we gave the crow a rest, 
and reduced speed, and began to repair. We

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THE RED CkO8S. 

The following notification to the Japanese 
army was issued’ Sept. 22 by the Minister of 
War: 

Belligerent operations being eonfined to 
the military and naval forces engaged, and 
there being mo reason whatever for enmity 
between individuals because their eountries 
are at war, the common principles of hu- 
manity idicate that suceor and rescue should 
be extended even to those of the enemy who 
are disabled either by wounds or disease. 


In obedience to these principles, civilized 
nations in time of peace enter into conven- 
tions to mutaally assist disabled persons in 
time of war without distinction of friend or 
foe. This humane union is called the Geneva 
Convention, or more commonly the Red 
Cross Association. Japan became a party to 
it in June, 1886,and er soldiers have al- 
ready been instructed that they are bound to 
treat with Kindness aad help any of their 
enemies that may be disabied. China not 
having joined, it isjpossibie her soldiers be- 
ing ignorant of these principles may subject 
wounded Japanese to merciless treatment. 

Against such contingencies the Japanese 
must de on guard. But, at the same time, 
they must never forget that however cruel 
and vindictive the foe may show himself, he 
must nevertheless be treated in accordance 
with the rules of civilization, It is not alone 
to those disabled by wounds or sickness that 
merciful and gentle treatment should De ex- 
tended. Similartreatment is due to those 
who offer no resistance. Even the bod) of 
a dead enemy should be treated witz re- 
spect. We eannos.too much admire the 
course pursued by a certain country in hand- 
ing over am enemy’s general, complring 
with all the rites and ceremonies sultabie to 
the rank of the captive, Soldiers should 
always dear in mind the gracious beneyo- 
lence of their Sovereign and should not be 
more anxious to display courage than 
charity. They have wow an opportunity to 
afford practical proof of the value they at- 
tach to these pridcipi$s.

THEY MAKE A VICIOUS FIGHT WHEN 
ONCE HOOKED. 


The Whis and Hiss of a Quarter-Inch Line 
With a Sherk at One End ani the

Baxcor, Me., Oct. 20.—The city visitor 
who lingers late enongh in Provincetown, 
that quaint old fishing village on the most 
easterly point of Cape Cod, has an opportun- 
ity to join in an exciting and to him a novel 
sport.

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BANANAS I MEXICO 


Movement for the Importation of Tropi- 
cal Fruit From That Republic. 


Frem the Mexican Investor. 

A company has recently been formed by 
several influential Mexicam merchants for 
engaging systematically in the culture of 
the banana and other fruits for exportation 
to the United States. The United States at 
present derives its principal tropical fruit 
supplies from Cuba, British West Indies, 


Central and ~outh America, whereas it could 
ve more conveniently and rapidly furnished 
by her next door neighbor, Mexico. It is, 
indeed, surprising hat out of the innumera- 
bie steamers, which annually unload their 
fruit cargoesin United States ports, scarce! 
any come from this Republic, which, wit 
iis richly endowed soli, could with facility 
make fruits its chief export article. 

Oranges are now being exported with 
profit from certain districts in sonora, 
Jalisco, tamaulipas and Nuevo Leon. Fur- 
other fruits are exported in 
smaller quantities Dy ali the raliroads which 
run to tue Rio Grande, dut nothing, how- 
ever, has been undertakes on a system- 
atic and large scale, ere the industry en- 
tered upon in a well organised way, any- 
where on the Atlantic and Pacific siopes, 
within easy access of the vast expanse of 
seaboard which Mexico possesses on both 
oceans, thes insuring cheap shipping facili- 
ties, promoters of such enterprises would in 
avery short time be surprised at the profits 
that can be derived from the cultivation 
and export of Dananes, pineappies, oranges, 
limes, lemons, cocoanuts, eite. 

A plantation of bananas 1 out 
at a cost of from 8 to 10 cents gold per tree, 
fociuding all expenses up to the day of bear- 
ing. Atthe end of tue first year each plant 
produces acropof bananas which in United 
states markets will fetch several times the 
Original cost: in the followlno« years the 
yieiad of each piant will be at least double. 
This statement seems almost incredible, yet 
it is the exact truth, the banana crops of the 
West Indies and Central America Sgure up 
into millions of dollars.

ALL THE ACTIONS ARS FOR TAXES ON 
PERSONAL PROPERTY. 


A Number of Prominent Citisens Figure 
inthe Leng List ef Defendants—The 
Collector's ‘@fiee Now Bestirring It- 
self te Celleet Taxes—Sums ter Which 
the Varieus Parties Are Sued. 


The City Collector has commenced about 
800 suits in the Circuit Court against citizens 
who are charged with being delinquent in 
the payment of taxes on their personal 
property, and 250 additional ones will be be- 
gun to-morrow. Most of the defendants are 
persons who have failed to make any return 
of personalty, and the Collector’s office, 
which is now paying considerable attention to 
the collection of taxes and licenses, has been 
put to considerable trouble in ferreting out 
their possessions. The taxes on personality 
is: State, 25 cents on the $100; public schools, 
40 cents on the $100; municipal, with the ex- 
ception of that portion of the city north of 
the Bircher road and south of the Pernod 
road, 98 cents on the $100 for municipal pur- 
poses; 40 cents on the $100 interest on valid 
indebtedness, and 2 cents on the $100 for the 
public library. In that section of thecity 
north ofthe Bircher road and south of the 
Pernod road the tax on property is 60 cents on 
the $100 for municipal purposes, 40c on the 
$100 for interest, and 2c on the $100 for the 
public sehool library. The taxes for which 
sults are brought embrace the years of 1391 
and 1892, and ia some instances 1890. The 
alleged tax dodgers consist of all classes of 
citizens, some of whom are prominent and 
well known.

Order is heaven’s frst law, and the ola 
truth is manifested even in the process of 
going to sleep. When @ man drops off to 
sleep his body does not do 80 all at once, so 
to speak. some senses become dormaat be- 
fore others and always in the same order.

of taste. He next loses the sense of smell, 
and then after a short intervai the tym- 
panum becomes insensible to sound, oF 
rather the nerves which run to the brain 
from it fail to arouse any sense of hearing. 

The last sense to leave isthat of touch, ang 
in some hypersensitive people 1s hardly 
ever dormant. Even in their case, how- 
ever, there is no discriminating power or 
sense of what touched them. This sense is 
also the first to return upon awakening. 
Ihen hearing follows suit, after that taste, 
and then the eye becomes able to flash im- 
pressions back to the brain. The sense of 
smell, oddiy enough, though it is by no 
means the first to go, is the last to come 
back. 

The same gradgal loss of power is observed 
in the muscles and sinewsas well as in the 
senses.

A 6t. Louis lady, Onde a resident of Louis- 
ville and an intimate friend of George D. 
Prentice, editor of the Louisville Journal 
from 1830 until bis death in 1870, ha’ placed 
in the possesion of the Post-Disratcn her 
entire correspondence with the famous 
journalist and ofator, extending through 8 
period of many years, The lady explains 
the reason for conducting thelr correspond - 
ence in verse to have been that in her 
younger days ine bad ifterary aspitations, 
and her good, kind friend, Mr. Prentice, 
undertook to edancate her in poetical sentt. 
ment. In one of his poems he wrote: | 


There's a rose, Gear lady, ubdon thy efieer, 

Oh fatret and sweeter then worde can speak, 
And Lottes sigh es I think, ah me! 

That rose must be pressed by Mr. 8. 


Another poem runs: 


So thop wilt place, my soul's delight! 
The white rose on thy bosom white, 
Aud keep it there in calm repose 
Uniil itefading petals close; 

But tell me, can they ever fade 
While in taat gentle Eden isid? 


Ah, Allee, would that I eould take 

A reset form for thy dear sake, 

For thea, perchance, I might be pressed 
By thy pure lips, on thy pure breast; 
On, if leavy, dav ané night, 

Thy rose, say is it wrong or right?

His snoulders 
sloped right from his éars, and Ne stood 
always erect and was always courteous and 
smiling in conversation. fascination was 
written all over him. 

„The next time I saw him I was keeping 
house with my husband in Louisville and he 
Wasa guest of ours. Our house was then 
open to all the literary celebrities who came 
tothecity. My husdand was an aspirant for 
pndlie office, and was seeking appolatment 
to a foreign mission. Mr. Prentice was pall- 
ing wires right and left and in every direc- 
tion to help him slong. Of course I had to 
do my part, and high Cs and high teas came 
in good play. 

Mr. Preatice and I agreed to keep up a 
poetical correspondence. He said he 
Wished to educate me a little more 
in postry. We corresponded po- 
stically for two years, at the 
end of which time I had a stock of poems on 
hand enough to form a good book.’ 

How rapidly the lady progressed under the 
tutorage of her aged instructor one may 
divine from this bit of verse, inviting him to 
a Saturday evening tea. ‘*Poor Gilly’’ is the 
lady’s husband, whom Mf. Prentice had 
playfully threatened to fight a duel with, 
and Dainty Dee’’ is the lady herself, whom 
Mr. Prentice in poetry had accused of having 
displayed too much dignity in his presence 
during his last call. 5

WHEATON’S IDEA. 


The Brigadier-General’s Pian te Take 
Care of Old Seldiecrs. 


WASHINGTON sD. O., Oct. 27.—Many news- 
papers commenting on the recommendation 
in Brig.-Gen. Wheaton’s report to the Secre- 
tary of War for 19894, that private soldiers in 
our army, who have earned an honorabie 
discharge, be givem a certificate insuring 
them preference in certain grades of}Govern- 
ment employment, have spoken of it as 
a new idea. This is not true. The 
same suggestion has already appeared in at 


least one Government report in this country 
while the plan is in general use in Western 
Europe. Over there the assurance of being 
given a callingand a fixed income after leav- 
ing the army, even though the calling be 
humble and the income small, has deen 
found to act as a decided incentive to obedl- 
ence and the other virtues which go to make 
up the good soldier. The dread of the better 
elass of men in connection with the expira- 
tion of their period of enlistment is the 
dropping out of work, losing their grip 
and becoming paupers. Where they feel 
that it rests with themselves to con- 
tinue actively employed and to draw 
wages as long as they are able to do a day’s 
labor they are said to ve very strongly 
moved to make themselves acceptable to 
their officers, and obtain the certificate. 80 
obvicus is the effect of this feeling on the 
soldiers in the leading Contimental armies 
that an effort was made a year ago to intro- 
duce a similar system in England, thus far 
apparently without success, although a val- 
uable Parllamentary report was published, 
showing how the plan worked in other coun- 
tries. In Germany every enlisted man who 
has served with the colors twelve years, and 
who is in sound health, may have 
a certificate, while a non-commissioned 
officer gets an additional bonus of $260. 
There are nearly 500 classes of civil employ- 
ment thas opened to the discharged mem- 
bers. Of these 850, embracing neariy 100,000 
persons are exclusively to be filled from this 
source. Theremaining places are reserved 
especially for ex-soldiers and ex-sallors. 
Where technical or scientific Knowledge iz 
required an examination is held and the 
competition is thrown open to 
civilians and officers also. In 
Italy and Austria the requisite 
term of serviceis the same as in Germany, 
dut in order to get a certificate the soldier 
must have made so good a record as to have 
become: a non-commissioned officer. This 
often induces a man whois well on his way 
to promotion from the ranks to remain a few 
years lomger, earn his chevrons and then 
take hiscertificate. Nearly 60,000 piaces are 
open to Austrian veterans, part of 
them being filled from this source 
exclusively. The average number of 
appointments yearly is about 500, and 
avout four times that number of men, 
as a rule, may be found in the service work- 
ing for a chance. In Italy the number of 
places reaches 2,600 for army and navy 
veterans, but they have a preference to be- 
tween 4,000 and 5,000 places in the regular 
Government offices, besides some others in 
connection with the railways. In 
France a similar system prevails. In Wash- 
ington the messengers and like grades of em- 
ployment in the Warand Navy Department 
are fllled to a large extepgt by graduates from 
the ranks. This is govenned not by law, but 
by custom. They certainly do make a surer- 
ior and very responsibie class of public ser- 
vants in the humbier positions, and it would 
not be surprising to see the European 
practice introduced over here, the heads of 
depariments could once be convinced thata 
man who has offered his lifetohis country 
is more likely to serve her well in civil posi. 
tion than one who has simply devoted him- 
self to the interests of a party or a boss. 


NAKED AID DEAD. 


The Mystery That Is Puzz ing a Coroner's 
Jury at Carthage. 
CARTHAGE, Mo., Oct. 27.—The Coroner’s 
jury was in session the entire afternoon try- 
ing to unravel the mysteries of the 
death of Joe Church, who was found 
stark-naked and dead on the back 
stairs of his saloon this morning. 
The evidence developed that Lizzie 
Wright, a young colored woman, who 


recently came here from Peirce City, spent 
the night with Church over the saloon. Po. 
liceman Bruffett heard a noise in the saloon 
at 8 o’clocK as though someone had fallen 
down-stairs. Lizzie heard him err oh! 
after he had left her to go down-stairs for 
beer, but did not hear him fall. She got badly 
mixed up in her evidence and the jury cross 
questioned her for over an hour, trying to 
pin her down on the theory that she had 
shoved Church down the stairs ina scuffle, 
but they finally agreed on a verdict of acci- 
dental death. The dead man’s faise teeth 
were found lying on the floor at the head of 
the stairs and there were other apparent 
evidences of a. struggle. but if such was the 
case the mystery is now too deep to be un- 
raveled.

Post-DIsPaATCH Correspondent was fortunate 
enoughto beon board on a recent trip to 
deep water off Plum Island and witnessed the 
entire operation of dredging and trawling. A 
notable party of scientists were aboard, too. 
There were Commissioner McDonald,’ Prof, 
Baird’s able successor; Prof. Patton of Dart- 
mouth College and several others interested 
in marine matters. 

The Fish Hawk, undereommand ef Capt. 
Robert Piatt, steamed out of New London 
Harbor, bound across the shining sound. 
The scientists busied themselves on the 
lower deck getting out jars, bottles and 
basins and laying them out on two long 
tables, which, instead of being supported on 
legs, bang from the ceiling. Tais lower deck, 
with its big, open square ports to receive the 
net,soon looked like the waist of a battleship 
going into action, 

the Fish Hawk steamed steadily towards 
the wooded island off the extreme end of 
Long Island, and finally, when about a mile 
off shore, the order came to stop. 

Then began the interesting operation of 
trawling. On the starboard bow part of the 
crew were preparing the big beam trawl for 
its plunge. On the port bow others stood by 
ready to send the lead down to tell its tale of 
the depth and of the material at the bottom. 
It is no common sounding lead but a com- 
plex machine. On a standard more than five 
feet high, is a large wooden wheel, on which 
are rolled many hundred fathoms of fine 
steel piano wire. Other wheels here and 
there guide the wire when it runs out and 
check it when the lead touches bottom. The 
sallor in charge ties a thermometer in a brass 
case tothe wire just above the fifty-pound 
lead. and at the word the heavy mass is re 
leased and the wheels spin swiftly. 0 

All hands watch the indicator. Five 
fathoms, fifteen fathoms, twenty-five 
fathoms, fifty fathoms, and then thereisa 
sudden cheek and the bandon the dial points 
to fifty-three fathoms. Ihe man in charge 
releases a messenger, which slips dowa 
the seunding wire to the thermometer, 
where it releases a button and fixes the tein- 
perature-reading immovabiy. Then tne 
slow operation of winding it in begins, aud 
when it comes on board the thermometer 
shows that the temperature on the ocean 
bottom, 318 feet deep, is 67 degs., only 11 
degs. colderthan the upper air. The lead 
has sand and white pebbles stickingto the 
taliow in the cavity on its bottom, and the 
conditions are adjudged favorable forthe 
trawl. 

The crew has by this time shaken the great 
net out and spread it on deck. It has a con- 
ical shape, and is made of the stoutest of 
twine. Its mouth is held open by a long 

beam and clad-shaped runners, and it is 
further supplemented by a towing net on 
each side, so that nothing in its path can 
escape it. A wonderfully thin steel cable is 
bent on and the net is swung over the side. 

It is held fora moment et the surface to in- 
sure its opening out, and then it disappears, 
leaving a great swish of water behind it. 
The cadie is allowed to run out 100 fathoms, 
and then the boom end, over which the 
cable runs, and the huge spiral steel spring 

which holds it, are watched carefully. 
Back the port engine,“ says Capt. Platt, 
and the ship slowly swings astera in a semi- 
circle, dragging the trawl with it. For ten 
minutes the trawl-met is thus pulled along 
the bottom. Then the donkey engins begins 
hauling itin swiftly, and soon the bridle of 
the net shows above'the surface. 

As the bulging body of the trawil is liftea 
clear of the surface a heavy shower of mud 
and water comes down, and then through 
the sea weeds that cover the meshes queer 
objects half show themselves. The net 18 
Ne. aguas ca through the port and quickly 
opened. 

The first objects to appear are crabs of all 
kinds, all scampering to get out of the way. 
Among them are blue crabs, the edible vari- 
ety; gayly mottled and marbled rock crabs 
whose beautiful exterior hides dead sea 
ashes, because whell they are boiled their 
flesh turas into water; hard, uncompromls- 
ing, Colorless and shapeless crabs, with huge 
shears like a tinsmith’s snips anda shell 30 
bard that it couldn't be broken with a ham- 
mer; beautifully colored green and red 
crabs, bearing the tints of the weeds in which 
they live, and sea spidefs by the dozen, large 
and small. 

But there are more hermit crabs than any 
Other species, and they are more largely 
sought because many of them carry beautiful 
and rare shells. The hermit crab is the bank- 
wreeker of the sea. Only the forward halt 
ot him is hard. From the thorax down the 
unfortunate creature is soft as pulp, and all 
the epicures of the sea like him a la carte 
80 he he to get covering. nolens volens, and 
he does i in the sucess way by eating some 
unfortunate shell or whelk and then moving 
Into its shell.

PETS IN A NOVEL RACE, 


The Menagerie Race for All Sorts of Do- 
mestic Animals. 


Special Correspondenee SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct, 25.—The menagerie 
race is a diversion which has been intro. 
duced at Bryn Mawr, Philadeipeia’s aristo- 
cratic suburb. It is particularly adapted to 
fairs and garden parties where children are 
to be entertained. But it’s funny enough to 
bring older people together, too. At Bryn 
Mawr the Society for the Preveation of 
Cruelty to Animals held a bazaar and garden 


party the other day and, among other feat- 
ures, the menagerie race was introduced. 

The menagerie race is a contest among 
animals of all kinds. The competitors must 
be animals that can be allowed comparative 
freedom. Any pet animal is eligible and 
speed is not essential to success, either. ‘ihe 
menagerie raceis not to the swift, 
sarily. It is more likely to be won by 
animal which has the sense or, perhaps, 
good luck to march directly for the 
goal and not waste any time in running 
to one side or stopping to look around. 

The rules governing the menageric race at 

Bryn Mawr were few and simple. Each 
animal was in charge of the lady or gentle- 
man enteringit. No animal was to be led, 
ridden or guided and prizes were to be given 
to those winning the race. These were the 
announced rules. But, probably because 
some of the animals would have taken to 
their heels and made for home if not tast - 
ened, a number of them were led by their 
owners, The majority went free, however, 
and made good use of their liberty. The 
competitors included horses, many dogs, a 
monkey, several sheep, goats, chickens. 
Cats, calves, in fact almost every kiad of 
domestic animal, 
This collection started from a given mark. 
The object was to reach another line, which 
indicated the finish of the race, When the 
word was given there was a grand start. 
The 1 animals seemed at a loss as 
to what they were expected todo. Some of 
them immed ly wheeled about and 
sprinted off on back track. Others mean- 
dered slowly a¢ross the turf, Some stood 
stock stilland calmly surveyed their disap- 
pointed ewners.and the laughing crowd. A 
few started off allright and went straight 
for a short distance. 

The animals from which the most was ex- 
pected did about the worst. The monkey 
proved himself a terror. The sheep did 
splendidly. They seemed to have made up 
their minds as to what they wanted todo 
and they proceeded to do it. Their way of 
getting to the goal was not direct, still it was 
tar better than the wanderings of many of 
the other competitors. , 

The consequence was a sheep won the 
race. It vamboled around a bit, but it was 
far and away the leader of the others. Its 
owner was Very proud of it. 

The menagerie race may be greatly va- 
ried. At Bryn Mawrit was presented in its 
most simple form. But there is plenty of 
opportunity for making it more fantastic 
and amusing by putting obstacles in the 
way of the compet.tors and requiring the 
owners Of all animaistostiek close to their 
pets and to follow their movements.

Mr., Tenn,, Oct. 27:—The Southera Con- 
federacy is at war again—not in the old way 
of secession, but the whole of the Confed- 
erate Association, consisting of over 600 
camps, have risen up en masse, and re- 
pudiated the constitution of the Veteran As- 
sociation. They have appealed to Gena. John 
B. Gordon, commander-in-chief of the great 
organization. The Confederate Veteran As- 
sociation, including the Sons of Veterans, is 
not quite as large as the G. A. R. of the 


North, Dut its membership is enormous and 
reaches over all the Southern States. 

Some time ago after the adjourna- 
ment of the organization at Birming- 
ham, the bali was opened by 
the camps at New Orleans, passing 
resolutions condemning and rotesting 
agalnst the new constitution and Dy-laws 
adopted at Birmingham, Then the camps of 
Texas, Georgia, Tennessee, Mississippi and 
South Carolina followed their action until 
Gen. Gordon finds himself in a quandary. 

All the camps whieh protest were the orig- 
inators of the movement which gave birth to 
the United Confederate Veteran Association. 
At their call the first meeting was heid, 
under their guidance it sprang into a vigor- 
ous life and with the constitution now exist- 
ing it has reached a membership of over 500 
camps, and under the constitution (the old 
One) the protesting camps claim that ¢on- 
tinued success will attend its career.

The scene of the tragedy is almost as famil- 
lar to American as to British tourists, situated 
as itis, in one ofthe loveliest ports of tie 
Clyde, at the entrance to the famous Kyles 
of Bute, and only about twenty minuies’ 
steam from -Rothesoy, the caoicest seaside 
resort in Scotland. 

INCIDENT OF THE BOAT.

began to All with water. Hambrough, seeing 
the boat rapidly filling, pulled with all his 
might for theshore. Lefore reaching the 
land, however, the craft capsized, throwing 
the three men into the water. Hambrough, 
who could not swim, climbed upon a rock, 
but Monson swam ashore. He then got an- 
other skiff, rowed out to the rock, got Ham- 
brougk and started for tue shore. Curiously 
enough, the boat again capiized, but the 
water was quite shallow at the point where 
the boat overturned, and Hambrough suc- 
ceeded in wading ashore. 
HAMBROUGH FOUKD DEAD.

life failed, the man dyiag Wednesday morn- 
ing. Wher the faets vecame known the 
neighbors became greatiy excited and the 
authorities hastily arrested Mrs. Drummond 
and Hamrick and took them to the Elizabeth 
Jail. They were given preliminary trial last 
night and both were held to answer indict.

**A story of war times?’’ repeated old 
Oapt. Henry Guibor, as he involuntarily 
straightened himself up in the uniform of 
Confederate gray, which he still wears—the 
veteran artillerist is now Superintendent of 
the st. Louis House of Refuge and dally drills 
the boys there in military tactics.

I knew the mar- 
shal who made the arrest, and Barlow and I 
had disappeared the moment we saw Over- 
ton arrested. 

Get out of town to-night,’’ I told Barlow,

first road branching to the right. Stop at the 
third house en the left-band side of this road 
and wait there for me. 

The house I had designated was my broth-

Mine was out in pasture 
at my brother’s. I got one from John ‘ii hern- 
ton’s livery stable in St. Louis, promising to 
send it back the next day. At midnight 1

HOW TO BE A FOOTBALL PLAYER. 


Hints on freining to Asptrants for 
Gridiron Honors. sy 


By the end of next week nearly every 
school in New York will have organized its 
football team for the autumn season. 
Football is a game which cannot be ‘safely 
or successfully played without a course of 
training which fits the body to stand the 
rough usage a player is Bound to meet even 


in the mildest of games. It is this training 
which makes football so much better as an 
exercise for boys tham almost any other 
game played, Four or Ove years ago few 
boys thought of training in anything like a 
regular manner until they entered college 
and were placed on either a class or a var. 
sityteam. This is all changed now, and 
even on a junior school team the players are 
forced to train almost as hard and con- 
scientiously as college athletes. 

The whole object of training is to get the 
body into the most healthy condition possi- 
bie. A boy in gdod form“ is worth twice 
as much ina gameof football, or in any 
other game, for that matter, as a boy in poor 
condition, even though he were twice as 
strong. For stremgth isn’t the only thing 
that eounts. Gritand ‘‘staying powers“ are 
the things which make a good foetbail 
payer. Ofcourse itis hardly necessary for 
a boy to go into as hard training as that re. 
quired of a man preparing for some college 
team. 

10 train properly a boy must have plenty 
of sleep, plenty of good, nourishing food ana 
plenty of exercise. The old saying. Tarly 
to bed and early to rise, is a motto which, 
at least while in training, he should observe. 
The captaia of one ofthe most success ful 
school teams of last year was very particu- 
larthat his players should appreciate the 
importanee of this point. Almost all the 
other successful captains followed his exam 


ple. 

No boy is fit to be on a foot ball team if he 
is not willing to follow out to the letter 
every instruction of his captain. Thig is 
often hard work, but every reasonable 
player will see the necessity of it. Of eourse,

Suggestions for These Who Do Not 


‘Spend as They Go.“ 


A woman who probably volees the question 
of a great many other women writes to the 
SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH tO ask how she shall 
invest her savings. She is a working woman 
whohas accumulated a smallsum, which 
she naturally wishesto use in accumulating 
more. The amount she has saved is not large 


enough for her to invest in real estate or in 
any large enterprise. 

About twoyearsago this same question 
was asked and the SUNDAY Poet-DisPaATon 
put the problem before the leading business 
men and financiers. They answered the 
question almost unanimousiy. They advo- 
catedthe saving of the moneyin savin 
banks at assall rate of interest until suc 
time as there should be sufficient money to 
investina good frst mortgage or ia desir- 
able real estate. The reason for 
this decision was that women are sel- 
dom fitted by education and training to 
take part wisely in ventures. They are likely 
to be the prey of designing speculators. They 
are almost invariably incapable of taking 
care of themselves properly in any sort of 
speculative scheme. The savings banks offer 
a secure place for depositing money, and the 
income from them, while small, is ceriain, 
Four per cent, assured and safe, is better for 
— women than larger profits ani greater 
risks. 

When the small sum has grown to be a 
considerable one ‘*‘first’’ mortgages on — 
property form an admirable lavestment for 
women's savings. They yiela an income of 
about 6 per cent in most States, and are 
about as safe as saving banks. Land 1 
agreeable quality of remaining where it {s, 
and improvements on land when mortgaged 
are always insured, sothat there is little 
danger of loss to the holder of a first mort- 
gage. By afirst mortgage is meantthe one 
which, in case of failure of the owner of the 
property to pay the interest or the amount of 
the loan in due time, will be paid first. 

Investment in real estate is not so satis- 

Prope E in places where the value 
of land ig not liable to be diminished costs a 
good deal, in the first place. Then there are 
taxes, insurance and constant repairs to de- 
crease the profits. Still, land has an ad- 
vantage of other investments in its com- 
parative stabliity.

Anpther jarge class are unemployed poor 
even In ordipary prosperous times. They are 
quxious te work but seem unable to find tt. 
They lack initiative force; they have been 
displaced in the struggie of life, thrust aside 
by more aggressive, Vigorous, capable or 
lucky meh; have perhaps followed some pur- 
suit that has now become obsolete until they 
have reached an age when they ean no long: 
er adapt themselves to new coaditions, This 
Class has been called by a great French 
economic. Writer Les Invalides du ra · 
vall. . 

And last but not least, we have the great 
class of the viciods poor, those who will do 
anything to avoid wort; who have lost all 
ambition and pride and have sunk iato hope- 
legs outcasts and paupers. These form a 
large class of our tramps, who wander aim- 
lessly over the ¢ounhtry ia the summer and 
take refuge in our large cities at the ap- 
proach of winter, Mang of them are afflicted 
with a peculiar nervous disease, which has 
been ably deseribed by Dr. Oharcet, the great 
French specialist. These last two classes of 
poor are a permazent feature of our 
civilization and need permanent measures 
of relief and restraint acting continuously 
and with some fixity of purpose to accom- 
plish any good results. 

Inthe pecullar aud unusual distress that 
prevailed in our countrys last winter, the 
measures of relief undertaken by the philan- 
throple were greatly eomplieated by the 
presence in all our large cities of large bodies 
of the Vicious, poor mixed in with the tem- 
porarily Gistressed and homest workmen. 
For this reason I s0 eagerly approved the 
pian of the Post-Disratca of furnishing 
work for the unemployed by the Lake Em- 
ployment Fuad last winter. There is also 
constant danger of converting by iajadicious 
charity chronically unemployed poor iate 
the class of vicious, hopeless paupers. 

It will be readily seen that the relief of dis- 
tress dus to temperary lack of emplorment 
would de greatly simplified if we had a per- 
manent system deaiing with the other 
classes of the poor. It ts this system that 
Holland has been so successful in esta blish- 
ing. They have first the private Philan- 
thropic Institution of Freidericksoord for 
the unemployed poor who are still willing to 
work, and the Public Beggar Colonies of 
Veenbuizen and Ommarschaus, man 
aged by the Government, where 
the vicious poor and chronie drunken 
paupers are forced to werk for 
their reformation. An act was passed by 
the Dutch Parliament in 1870 for the arrest of 
all beggars and Grunkear paupers. When ar- 
rested, the prisoner is taken before a magis- 
trate, whocondemns Rim to prisen for a 
period varying from two weeks to two 
months, and after undergoing this prelim- 
inary punishment he mast invariably serve 
two years at one of the beggar colonies. 1 
will first descrive Freidericksoerd. 

In the year 1618 Gen. Van den Bosch, who 
had served his country with distinction dar- 
ing the wars of Napoleon, determined to win 
laurels no less greatin peace and engage in 
works of philanthropy. The time for the 
experiment was exceedingly opportune. The 
wars had enormous increased tne pauper- 
ism of Holland, and bands of homeless un- 
employed poor were wandering about over 
country. The General announced that he 
would give work all the year around to any 
that were willing todo it. His idea was to 
employ them im reclaiming the barren moor.

derness into good agricultural land, 
and at tue same time trans.

SOME POETIC INSPIRATIONS. 


Written for the SUNDAY POsT-UDISPATCH. 

The poetic muse, in fact the whole family 
of poetic muses, seems to be perched on the 
cell tops and rafters of the City Jalil, There 
is not an inmate of this institution who is 
gifted with a knowledge of penmanship who 
does not spend most of his time writing on. 
scratch blocks and various kinds of waste 
paper. There are few of these likewise who 
have not been roughly torn asunder from 
some loving female, and naturally their feel - 
ings rua to the sentimental, and sentimental- 
ism seems to be the hot-ved of poetry. It Is 
a dificult matterto secure the. effusions of 
the jail poets, as they are closely guarded as 
a rule, and when they let one loose they are 
turned overto the iron-clad protection of 
Uncle Sam and sent out as part of a letter to 
some sweetheart. 

Oceastonally a piece of their poetry, manu- 
factured at the expense of much tallow 
grease or by the light of old Sol’s rays, drops 
into the hands of some dGesecrator of immor- 
tal deeds or becomes the property of 
other prisoners in jail, Recently 
a Post-DISPATCH reporter endeavored 
to collect a number of poetic specimens from 
the jafi-bird poets, but a thorough canvas 
resulted in universal dental of the fact that 
any of them ever bad indulged in the 
‘*spoony,’’ as they styled the writing of po- 
etry. 

After considerable search one or two pris- 
oners who hadn’t the faculty of composing 
poetry were found to have preserved some 
specimens, which had been. written by 
fellow-prisoners im the jail to while the 
hours away.
